The Court of Appeals, by a unani¬ 
mous opinion, declared unconsltutlona! 
and void ^he aett of the Legislature 
passed in 190$, redlstrlctlng the 8tat<? 
ami creating 100 legislative districts. 
The court holds that the* act doc* not 
gise equal representation to all and 
orders that the next election be held 
under the oid law. The Congressional 
districting bill of 1S98 was sustained, as 
It was thought it would cause confusion 
to overthrow the prerent law now. 


CONGRESSMEN UNDISTURBED. 


Carriers In the rural free delivery ser¬ 
vice In Kentucky will profit by an order 
issued yesterday by tho First Assistant 
Postmaster General which will carry 
into effect the recent act of Congress 
providing for a substantial Increase In 
their salaries. The chltif beneficiaries 
of the new law will be those serving 
the longer routes upon which the 
greater hardships of the service fall. 


It is officially announced that the 
Pope has accepted the invitation to 
be godfather to tho expected child of 
King Alfonse and Queen Victoria, of 
Spain. This Is considered extraordi¬ 
nary in view of the anti-clerical at¬ 
titude of the last Liberal Cabinets at 
Madrid, and is said to show that good 
relations exist between the Vatican 
and the Spanish reigning family.

Frankfort. Ky. f March 20.— [ Special.] 
—The contention of leading Republican 
politicians of Kentucky, made In Butler 
nnd Ohio Circuit Courts that the act 
of tjpe General Assembly of 1906. re- 
districting the State into one hundred 
legislative districts, Is unoonstltu 
tional and void, was upheld by the 
Court of Appeals to-day. The de¬ 
cision, which 1 h affirmative of the 
Judgments entered In both Butler and 
Ohio counties, was announced by Judgo 
Barker. The whole court considered 
the questions presented In the appeal 
und there was no dissent announced 
by the court. 

Tho main reason given by the court 
here for Its declaration that tho legisla¬ 
tive act is void is that It violates Sec¬ 
tion 33 of the Constitution as to equali¬ 
ty in representation.' This was not 
even pretended to be obeyed by the 
Legislature, says the opinion of to-day, 
III framing tho act. It is not Insisted 
by the court that the equality Is to bo 
mathematically exact, but only that 
the equality shall be such as Is sug¬ 
gested by ordinary knowledge and a 

sense of common Justice.

Meeting *hls the court says 
that it is for the courts to measure 
acts of the General Assembly by the 
standard of the Constitution, and it is 
their duty to fearlessly declare whether 
or not they violate the provisions of 
that instrument.

Act of 1893 Upheld. 

As to the constitutionality of the leg¬ 
islative act of 1893, the validity of which 
was also raised In the cases before the 
court here. It is held that that act has 
gone into effect and the Government 
has been organized under it since the 
adoption of the present Constitution of 
the State, and to hold It void would be 
to throw the Government Into chaos, 
.and this no court Is required to d<K The 
court adds that it Is now too late to 
question Its validity, that the General 
Assembly of 1908 must be elected under 
It this fell, and that the new body will 
doubtless be Impelled to redlstrict the 
State as the Constitution requires. The 
court further declares the opinion that 
more than two counties can. under the 
Constitution, be placed In a single dis¬ 
trict, but doubts the necessity for such 
redistricting.

Many other offices mrtsMe of Louisville 
are affected by the new order, and car¬ 
riers. will receive proportionate in¬ 
creases. 

In the entire Htnte of Kentucky sal¬ 
aries of carriers are Increased as fol¬ 
lows: Ashland, 6; Bowling Green, 4; 
Covington, 25; Danville, 3; Frankfort, 
Henderson, 6; Hopkinsville, 4; Lex¬ 
ington. 21; Louisville, 136; Mayfield. I; 
Maysvtlle, 3; Newport, 23; Owenstboro, 
10; Paducah, 12; Paris, 3; Winches¬ 
ter. 4. 

Total for the State, 267, divided as

$600 to $800; 112 from $850 to $900; two 
from $800 to $1,000; 121 from $1,000 to

To Allow Maximum. 


Under the recent act of Congress, 
making appropriations for the postal 
service for the fiscal year, the Post¬ 
master General may fix the salaries of 
carriers in the rural delivery service 
at a rate hot exceeding $900 per annum 
after July 1. 1907. The highest rate 
now paid under the existing law Is 
20. The adjustment of salaries under 
the new law has been fully determined, 
but ft is praposed to allow the maxi¬ 
mum rate—$900—to all carriers on 
routos tw’enty-four or more miles in 
length. TWs will give approximately 
22.800, or about 60 per cent, of tho 
carriers an advance in salary of $180 
per annum. 

A substantial increase In pay for 
other carriers is contemplated, but the 
chief bencfhinrieo of the new taw wii: 
be those serving the longer route* 
upon whom the greater hardships ol 
the service fall, Harriers on the short¬ 
er routes ranging from twelve to four¬ 
teen nnd from fourteen to sixteen miles 
In length now receive $B04 nnd $640 per 
annum, respectively, being proportion¬ 
ally hotter paid than carriers on routes 
of twenty or more miles. 

The pay of substitute rural carriers 
will also be Increased in many cases. 

This advance in pay for carriers and 
substitutes. It is estimated, will result 
in an approximate Increase of $5,909,000 
in the cost of the rural delivery sys¬ 
tem.

Henry Whitney Cleveland 
Occupied High Position. 


SOLDIER, MINISTER, LAWYER 
AND AUTHOR DEAD. 


BORN IN NORTH, HE LOVED AND 
FOUGHT FOR SOUTH. 


WAS FRIEND OF GREAT MEN. 


The Rev. Henry Whitney Cleveland, 
Confederate veteran, minister and au¬ 
thor, died of a cerebral hemorrhage at 
noon yesterday at his home. 222 Twen¬ 
ty-fourth street. His Illness dated back 
only to Sunday and Just one week 
prior to his illness he preached from 
the pulpit of the Christian church In 
the same square In which he lived. Mr. 
Cleveland was seventy-one years of 
age and for the past twenty-two years 
had been a resident of Louisville. He 
was well-known through the Southern 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in fact, 
throughout the entire South. 

The Rev. Mr. Cleveland came to Lou¬ 
isville In 1884 as the pastor of Asbury 
Methodist Episcopal church. South, 
which was then on the "Point." The 
same year that he accepted the pas¬ 
torate of tho church It was washed 
away by the flood of *84. and since 
that time he had occupied pulpits here 
and there, always doing much good, but 
he never again accented the regular 
pastorate of any church. 

Henry Whitney Cleveland was a sol¬ 
dier. minister} of the gospel, lawyer and 
author. Ho served throughout the Civil 
War and won high honors. He was 
ordained a minister of tho Methodist 
Church when he was very young and 
when he was but twenty years of age 
he was admitted to the Georgia bar. He 
was In the Civil War from the begin¬ 
ning, and since its close hud devoted 
his time to the ministry and writing. 

• • • 

Bora In North—Fought For South. 


Mr. Cleveland was bom In Akron, 
O.. January 6, 1836. Most of Ills boy¬ 
hood, however, was spent in Georgia. 
He was an ardent champion of the 
rights of the South and at the outset 
of the war was a Colonel on Gov. Jo¬ 
seph E. Brown's staff. He assisted In 
the taking of Fort Pulaski and was 
present when the fort surrendered. He 
was also Instrumental in the capturo of 
the Augusta arsenal, where 28,000 arms 
and much ammunition were won for the 
Confederacy. 

Latter Mr. Cleveland was commis¬ 
sioned First Lieutenant of Company G. 
of the First Georgia regulars. He serv¬ 
ed as chaplain of his regiment and was 
advanced to the rank of Colonel. Later 
Col. Cleveland was transferred and 
held an administrative office directly 
under Jefferson Davis. At different 
times throughout the Civil War he was 
Inspector of troops of Tennessee. Ala¬ 
bama and Georgia, In the secret serv¬ 
ice, and In active command of the Fif¬ 
ty-fourth Georgia regiment. 

At the battle of Vicksburg. July 4, 
1863. Col. Cleveaand was captured by 
Grant, and for many months held a 
prisoner of war. # 

Close To Alexander H. Stephens. 


Before the opening of the war and 
throughout the entire conflict. Mr. 
Cleveland was a. close friend of Alex¬ 
ander H. Stephens, Vice President of 
the Confederate States, and who was 
active in Georgia and Southern affairs. 
At the close of the war. together with 
Vice President Stephens. Mr. Cleveland 
wrote the "War Between the States." 
When Mr. Stephens aied Mr. Cleveland 
wrote "The Life of Alexander Hamil¬ 
ton Stephens." Both publications had 
a large dale at the time. 

The Rev. Mr. Cleveland was also 
much intereirted In polffics In his time, 
and was known throughout the Demo¬ 
cratic party in the South. After the 
war he was a member of the National 
Committee of the Democratic party, 
and was a delegate to the national con¬ 
ventions held at Charleston and Balti¬ 
more. 

Up until 1884 the Cleveland home 
was in Georgia, but much of Mr. Cleve¬ 
land’s time was spent In travel and in 
lecturing. Most of the time. too. he 
was engaged in active ministerial work, 
but ail ways found time to help in out¬ 
side affairs. In 1884 a call from the 
Asbury church of this city brought the 
Rev. Mr. Cleveland here, and since then 
Louisville has been, his home. He was 
pastor of the Asbury church for less 
than one year, but throughout the 
many years since then he had been act¬ 
ively engaged In church and education¬ 
al work. Much of his time was spent 
In writing, and his contributions have 
been published in the hading papers 
and magazines of the country. 

During the administration of Mayor 
Jacob, Mr- Cleveland was appointed 
keeper of the City Records and serv¬ 
ed in that capacity for three years, 
from 1887 to 1890. He was always In¬ 
terested in the city’s welfare and took 
an active concern In Louisville affairs. 
For many years ho lived on Twenty- 
fourth street, where he died, and 
throughout the neighborhood he was 
known and loved.

was an announced candidate for the Ik- 
pUbtlcxA nomination for the office of Rep¬ 
resentative from the dtetrln comped of 
Bufiw and Edmonson counties: that by 
an act of tho General Assembly of May 
3. 1*93, Butler and Edmonson constituted 
thr> Twenty-fif;h Legislative district, 
which was entitled lo |»avo one represen¬ 
tative in the Legislature; that by net of 
Mai oh 23. 1906. Otvto county was joined 
with Butler and Edmonson counties and 
designated ns the Twenty-eixth distrle-; 
that the defendant*, appellant*. were th-

primary ck tlon to be heW In the three

Violates Section 33. 


In both petitions It was alleged that the 
act of March 23. 19t>6. Is unconstitutional 
and void because In violation of section 
83 of the Constitution of Kentucky. In that 
the Representative districts constituted by 
It an* grossly unequal both In population 
und area. [The court here quotes at 
length from the petition, setting f4>rth ta¬ 
bles showing Inequality charged In the t»C- 
tion.] 

Continuing, the court says: "Without 
analysing the allegations of the petitions 
with overnlee particularity. It Is deemed 
sufficient to sity that, in our opinion, they 
contain such a state of facts with refer¬ 
ence to the inequality of the Representa¬ 
tive districts of the State that the demur¬ 
rer. which confesses these n negations, 
mis© Huflb'lcntly for adjudication the va¬ 
lidity of the net which Is assailed. The 
first proposition with which we are con¬ 
fronted is raised by the insistence of ap¬ 
pellants. that the question Involved here 
Is poiith-ni and not a Judicial one. nnd that 
the courts have no Jurisdiction to review 
the acts of the General Assembly In the 
mutter under discussion. In thlB we can¬ 
not agree. It is for the courts to measure 
the acts of the General Assembly by the 
standard of the Constitution, and If they 
ore clearly and unequlvocflLbly in contra¬ 
vention or Its terms, it becomes the duty 
of the Judiciary to so declare. Of course. 
If the question as to whether or not the 
legislation Is Inimical to the Constitution 
be In doubt. It will always be decided in 
favor of the constitutionality of the law. 
But where the matter is plain and free 
from doubt, that the Constitution has been 
violated, then the courts cannot escape 
the duty of so declaring whenever the 
matter is brought to their attention. And 
no matter how unpleasant It may be for 
the Judiciary to review the acts of a co¬ 
ordinate branch of tho Government, their 
duty under their oath of office is impera¬ 
tive. 

In the case of Carter county vs. Brooks, 
25 Law* Reporter. 2284. ther*> was in¬ 
volved the constitutionality of an act of 
the General Assembly creating the coun¬ 
ty of Beckham, and the question arose as 
to whether or not th© new county con¬ 
tained the constitutional requirements to 
validate its establishment. In that case, 
as In this, it was Insisted that the ques¬ 
tion was a political one; that a court of 
equity had no power to Issue an Injunction 
for the enforcement of a political right, 
and waa without Jurisdiction to review the 
actB of the General Assembly. It being 
nald that th© recitation of the act as lo 
the facts necessary to the establishment 
of the new county was conclusive on the 
courts. In answer to these propositions. 
It was sold In the opinion: 

"It Is In the province of the courts 
to protect private rights under the Con¬ 
stitution. The court will not not adjudge 
ba«l a legislative act on bad evidence, but 
where it is plain that the Constitution 
has been violated, It Is the duty of th© 
court to say what tho law Is and protect 
private rights." 

Tho general effect of the opinion In this 
case is that the court went t»ehlnd th© 
recitations of fact contained In the act es¬ 
tablishing the county, and found them un¬ 
true; upheld the power to protect by In¬ 
junction the rights of citizens of the old 
counties, who, by the terms of the act 
then under discussion, would be Dut In the 
new county, and decided that tne consti¬ 
tutional provision with reference to the 
establishment of a new county were 
mandatory, and the act of the Legislature 
unconstitutional.

Representation Not Equal.

Non. It was this kind of oppression which 
m-«plrcd that great struggle for freedom 
wTu gh began on the grwn at Lex ngt n 
In and # ond©d a< Yorktown In 1781. 

Equality of rf<?res-ntaUon Is the bari** of 
patriotism. No citizen will or ought to 
love the State which oppresses him. 

It Is no unsw'er to the demand of ap¬ 
pellee that the act of 1905 be declared un¬ 
constitutional. that it will follow that the 
•ft 1893 must also be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional because It created unequal rep¬ 
resentative districts, although In a less 
degree than that of 1906. The conclusion 
sought to be drawn docs not follow. Th© 
act of 1.H93 h:»s gone into effect, nnd the 
Government has been organized under It. 
lo hold It to be void would bo to throw 
the Government Into chaos, nnd this no 
court Is requir'd to do. It is now loo late 
to question its validity; the next Legisla¬ 
ture must be elected under It. and then 
w<* have no doubt the members, impelled 
P>’ their sense of duty, the obligations of 
their oath of office, together with that 
spirit of Justice which Is the heritage of 
tne race, will redistrlct the State as the 
Constitution requires. 

In conclusion we do not agree with ap- 
pcl e©« that the section 33 of the Consti¬ 
tution forbids more than two counties to 
be Joined In one district. Without elabor¬ 
ation we nr© of opinion that more than 
two counties may be joined in one dis¬ 
tinct, provided It be necessary in order to 
effectuate that equality of representation 
W’hlch the spirit of the whole section so 
lm|>eratlvely demands. It rimy not be in¬ 
appropriate. however, to say that It Is dif¬ 
ficult ut this time to see how this neces¬ 
sity can often arise. But It must be re¬ 
membered that Constitutions are estab¬ 
lished for the exigencies of long periods of 
time, and It cannot now be told what the 
future may bring forth. For th© foregoing 
reasons, the Judgments holding the red Is- 
trlctlng act of March 23, 1906. void, must 
be affirmed, and It Is so ordered. 



EFFECT ON SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 


Two Will Lose Out Under Decision cf 
Court. 

Under tho redlstrictlng act of the 
Legislature of 190®, the Fifty-first dis¬ 
trict, which was formerly composed of 
the Eleventh and Twelfth wards, was 
divided and the Eleventh xvnrd was 
made a^separate legislative dte’.ric-t, the 
Ninety-sixth. The act of the Court of 
Appeals will nullify the creation of the 
Ninety-sixth legislative district, and It 
will take its place with the Fifty-first 
district, of which It was formerly a 
part.

Trustee, from their district and the 
question that now will come tip. is 
whether Dr. Simpson’s election will be 
placed in Jeopardy as. although he was 
elected front the Fifty-first district, he 
received only part of the votes which 
will now be cast In the Fifty-first dis¬ 
trict, the other electors voting in the 
Eleventh wurd for Messrs. Pope and 
Cusiek. 


Acted On Legal Advice. 


That the act under dlscusedrm is grossly 
violative of th© Section 33 of the Consti¬ 
tution. in that the injunction os to equal¬ 
ity between the districts wns not even 
pretended to be obeyed by the Legislature, 
is not, and ennot be denied. The materiil 
allegations of the petition are admitted by 
the demurrer: and we have, therefore, be 
fore us twelve Democratic counties, each 
conoUtuUng a separate district, the pop¬ 
ulation of the largest of which is 12.137, 
and the smallest 7.407, each given a Rep¬ 
resentative. TTie population of Kentucky, 
according to the ceneus of 1906. was 2.147.- 
174. This divided by one hundred, tlie 
number of Representative districts, pro¬ 
duce© ns the unit for representation the 
sum of 21.471 Tested by this ratio some 
of the counties which are each given a 
Repreeentatlve, have a population of less 
than one-half the unit of representAt.on. 
ami the rest have little more than one- 
half. On th© other hand, there are twelve 
Republican districts composed In large 
part of two and three counties each, the 
smallest of which districts has a popula¬ 
tion of 91.615 and the larges! 53.263. which 
are only givem one Representative each. 
The first twelve districts, composed of one 
county each. Ims an aggrgOg.ite popula¬ 
tion of 124.933; while the aggregate popu¬ 
lation of the second twelve dlstrlc.s Is 
466.451. The first twelve districts are en¬ 
titled to only six Representatives, tested 
by the average ratio, but were given 
twelve. 

To take the extremes. Spencer county, 
which belongs to the first set. has a pop¬ 
ulation of only 7.407. and Is given one 
Representative; whereas Ohio. Butler and 
Edmonson, which compose the Twenty- 
sixth district under the net in question, 
have a total population of 53.263. nnd 
these together have only one Represent*- i 
tlvo. In other words a voter In Spencer I 
county exercises In tne legislation of the 
State more than seven times the Influence | 
of the voter In Ohio. Butler ancl Edmon- . 
son counties. This Inequality Is so glnr- . 
ing that It precludes the possibility that 
ther©/was any attempt upon the parr of 
the Legislature to apportion the State Into 
one hundred Representative districts as 
nearlv equal In population or area us 
might be. It neeiis no argument or elab¬ 
oration to show that the arrangement of 
tho districts or representation is clearly 
violative of the constitutional inhibition 
against inequality.

•Wednesday Evening,' March 20.—With 
the exception of two or three Issues, prico 
movements in the New York market were 
narrow, and final prices but slightly 
changed either way from yesterday’s clos¬ 
ing.

The Arkansas Outrage. 

Persons who are unfamiliar with the 
negro race and know nothing about 
the various types can form no idea of 
the savagery of the negro Amazon who 
fights with a razor. She is known by 
the police in Southern cities and towns 
as one of the worst criminals in the 
slums and one of tho most difficult to 
handle without bloodshed. The ne- 
gresses who attacked a white woman 
and her child in the village of McKa- 
mle. Ark., were of this type. There 
seems to be no room for doubt that the 
assault was unprovoked, and there is 
no reason why the community should 
not have desired swift and certain pun¬ 
ishment of the culprits, but punish¬ 
ment in the courts would have been 
swift and certain. • Such characters 
have no friends, and a miscarriage of 
justice in such a case Is a probability 
too remote to be worthy of considera¬ 
tion. There was, therefore, not the 
slightest shadow of an excuse for the 
outrage perpetrated by the "determined 
citizens" who mbbbed and murdered 
the prisoners. 

If the authorities do not Investigate 
the murder of the negresses and return 
Indictments against the murderers Ar¬ 
kansas will suffer the disgrace of seem¬ 
ing complacency In the face of condi¬ 
tions of lawlessness that may well 
shock any civilized people and may 
well occasion the severest criticism. 

The murder of these women—who 
might have been hanged, since the 
wounds of their white victim are said 
to be probably fatal, and who would 
certainly have been sent to the peniten¬ 
tiary—is one of the hideous result^ of 
the toleration of mob violence by easy¬ 
going local Governments, and the ad¬ 
vocacy of mob violence by the Tillmans 
and others, who court a certain sort of 
popularity and notoriety by raging upon 
the stump as the heathen rage, and 
shouting about the torch and the rope 
and the gun of the lyncher being tho 
prop of civilization In the South. 

Intelligent men understand the mo¬ 
tives of agitators of this typo and dis¬ 
count their utterances accordingly, but 
the type of brute that Joins a lynching 
party to murder women Is Influenced 
to deeds of violence by the indorsement 
of murder In speeches made by "lead¬ 
ers," and when lynching for one crime 
is tolerated the mob will apply tho 
remedy whenever, In its opinion, It 
seems possible to apply It without pro¬ 
voking a searching Investigation by a 
grand Jury,

tralned to govern themselves, or to 
have themselves governed by their own 
representatives. The knowledge needed 
for representative government does not 
come by nature. There may be an In 
nate desire for freedom, but a capacity 
for it must be acquired. Our ancestors 
had not only back of th6m the centuries 
in which Anglo-Saxons had fought for 
their rights, but also nearly two cen¬ 
turies during which the colonists, far 
separated from the home government, 
had learned by practice how to rule 
themselves. Russians have no similar 
history or experience. When they ap 
proach tho question of representative 
government they are confronted with 
problems which their past does not fit 
them to solve. They have, Indeed, the 
history of other countries to guide them, 
but it is known how hard it is to profit 
by the experience of others. As a rule 
every country must try to see for it- 
r*df the folly of the experiments to 
which others have resorted, and which 
they have afterward abandoned. 

It is announced that a series of bills 
Is to be introduced to establish a new 
regime In Russia. These bills are, of 
course, to be brought In by the exist¬ 
ing Government, that is to say, by the 
autocracy. This Is not a very reassur¬ 
ing source for free institutions, but we 
may note that there is in existence no 
other power or body to which recourse 
may be had in this emergency. Not 
that there are not many theorists, 
doctrinaires ready to propose reforms of 
all sorts, but these have back of them 
no general agreement among large 
masses of men, such as la necessary 
to give them vitality and promise of 
success. The Russian people know in 
a general way what they want, namely, 
a redress of grievances. In detail, they 
do not know at all, and are not agreed 
what Is best for them. How their 
grievances are to be redressed is a 
question upon which they are by no 
means at one. Hence jl coherent plan of 
reform can hardly come now from any 
source except the Government, and 
much can be said in behalf of that 
proposed. Whether the Government is 
sincere in It is one serious question; 
still more serious is that whether It 
will adhere to It. 

The proposition to carry the declara¬ 
tions of the manifesto of October. 1905, 
with reference to religious toleration Is 
reassuring. Though It does not go to the 
extent of abolishing all religious tests, 
it does go a good way In that direction, 
and It Is as much as could now* be ex¬ 
pected. The pledges to reform the local 
courts and to ameliorate the con¬ 
ditions of the working classes, the 
efforts to give the peasants more land, 
to reorganize the local administration 
are all measures full of promise. If car¬ 
ried out in good faith. 

These, however, are matters of de¬ 
tail. Tho essential declaration of Mr. 
Stolypln is that "our country must 
be transformed into a constitutional 
State.** This Is a generality and per¬ 
haps he means by It something very 
different from tho meaning which we 
should attach to IL Nevertheless, It 
must mean something, and it remains 
to be seen whether the Government 
ehiall adhere to whatever It does mean. 
At present there Is above the Douma 
the Council of the Empire, which does 
not represent the people. Above the 
council is tho Czar with an absolute 
veto of the acts of either House or 
of both. Such conditions are, of 
course, absolutely Inconsistent with 
popular sovereignty so long as they 
exist. Whether tho proposed legisla¬ 
tion Is to change this situation effectu¬ 
ally we are not specifically told, but 
we are told that "the pacification and 
regeneration of great Russia aro only 
possible through the realization of 
new princpleH of government." This 
will strike everybody tvs absolutely 
truo, but It involves In it a renuncia¬ 
tion of autocracy, and we hesitate to 
believe that this Is meant, especially 
as we are told immediately afterward, 
that It Is necessary to safeguard the 
historic aspirations of Russia by giv- 


shall control expenditures. Our Eng¬ 
lish ancestors laid the foundation for it 
in the claim that supplies must be fur¬ 
nished on ihe ooaditiou of a redress of 
grievances. Whenever the principle Is 
recognized that taxes cannot be im¬ 
posed without the consent of the 
Douma, that body will assume an im¬ 
portance which at present it signally 
lacks. There Is danger not only that 
this will not be conceded, but also that 
the other promises will not be kept. 
But It is certainly on advance when the 
Russian Government deems it necessary 
to make such promises. 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich. 

Not long ago someone made a spec -h 
at an Eastern banquet board in which 
there was reference to Mark Twain, 
William Dean Howells and Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich as the three grand old 
men of American literature. Now 
there are but two. The death of 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich will bring grief 
to the many hearts that were cheered 
and refined by his writings and regret 
to tho many critics who recognized in 
him a man who did much to add 
radianco to American letters. His 
seventy-one years of life were of profit 
to his neighbors an<j! his countrymen. 
He was a poet and essayist, a wit and 
speaker, a reconteur of renown and a 
companion of incomparable charm. 
He spent a busy’ and complete \(to 
and set an example worthy the emula¬ 
tion of American youths of ambition. 


The death of Mrs. Osier, the widow 
of the Rev. Feathorston G. Osier, at 
Toronto, Canada, on Monday, was nota¬ 
ble fof the fact that she was in the 
101st year of her age. But it derives 
additional interest from the fact that 
she was the mother of Dr. William 
Osier, wiio attracted public notice by 
propounding the doctrine that the initi¬ 
ative disappeared In a person at forty 
and usefulness ended at eixly years of 
age. The suggestion that such old peo¬ 
ple be chloroformed was doubtless only 
humorous, but It made the utterance 
more dramatic. It is to be noted that Dr. 
Osier's father, a hard-working pastor, 
died In 1895, after he was ninety and 
that he was at work till the day of his 
death. It is noticed in contradiction to 
Dr. Osier’s theory that his mother’s most 
active years were after 1870, when she 
attained the age of sixty-four. She was 
in good health until a few days before 
her death, and retained full possession 
of her faculties till the last. She was 
bom December 14. 1806, which was tho 
seventh anniversary of the death of 
Washington. 


The old churches of New England are 
rich ip stories that show the brave spir¬ 
it of colonial days. The earliest edifices 
combined military features with eccle¬ 
siastical, and while the parson preached 
with his own musket leaning against 
the pulpit, sentinels stood at the door 
ready to give warning of Indians. The 
blunderbusses of the men worshipers 
stood stacked in the center of the aisle, 
and the reserve supply of powder for 
the colony was stored in the loft over¬ 
head. This place was selected as the 
magazine because there were no fires 
In the early churches, it being taken as 
a sign of spiritual weakening if one 
should grow cold while at devotions. 
Sometimes these churches became real 
fortresses. and it was no unusual thing 
to see wolves’ heads nailed to the walls 
by successful trophy hunters. Tho law’ 
in New England required that all 
houses be built within a certain dis¬ 
tance of the church, an arrangement 
that guaranteed mutual protection, and 
brought all members of the tow'n in 
reach of the drum beats that sum¬ 
moned tho men to church or to w’ar. 

• • • 

The Church of the Pilgrimage, at 
Plymouth. Massachusetts, stands to-day 
on the site of the one where Miles 
Standlsh worshiped so long ago, and 
up whose aisle he strode in his mud- 
stained clothing only to see the lovely 
Priscilla made the wife of John Alden. 
In the old church Roger Williams 
preached before ho was sent away to 
a life of exile among the Indians, and 
from the same old church William 
Bradford went out with an exploring 
party one day to be caught lnglorious- 
ly in an Indian deer trap. Tho old 
cemetery where the dead were buried, 
and where wheat w’as sown so that the 
Indians might not see how many of the 
congregation had died, has been robbed 
by the sea in its encroachments on the 
land. The site and name of this his¬ 
toric church date back to 1640. 


where the haughty old Mme. Carter lies 
'buried, at her request, under tho floor 
on the "poor side," that those whom 
she had looked down on in life might 
walk over her in death, thus proving 
her humility of spirit.

In contrast to the churches of the 
East aro the Franciscan missions which 
were built along the western coast of 
California between 1769 and 1823. These 
old plies of adobe and stone are like 
leaves from tho book of some old-world 
tale. Father JunJpero walked all the 
way from Mexico City to San Diego, 
lam© as ho was, believing work founded 
on such suffering would surely endure. 
There are twenty-three missions in all, 
making a chain a day’s Journey apart 
from Ban Francisco to the Mexican 
boundary line. Around these spread 
farms and vineyards where the Indians 
were taught the arts of civilization 
as well ns the articles of faith. Within 
their hospitable walls guests and weary 
trawlers found a welcome as hearty 
and an entertainment as good as any 
offered by an old-world hospice.

Centro Church, at New’ Haven, Con¬ 
necticut, was built by tho Episcopal¬ 
ians In 1640, when bullets wero used as 
legitimate currency, and w’hen drum 
beats called the hours for matins and 
even-song. A new houso was built In 
1670, and here for a while preached Wil¬ 
liam Hooke, a man of stem religious 
convictions, who left the colony to be¬ 
come chaplain to Cromwell when the 
Commonwealth supplanted the court of 
Charles in England. Hooke w’as the 
first man to suggest the founding of 
Yale College, giving his home lot for 
the perpetual maintenance of a teach¬ 
ing officer or schoolmaster. It has been 
used ever since as the home of the rec¬ 
tors or presidents of Yale. 

* • • 

This church w f as the one which had 
greatest sympathy for Cromwell, and 
hero were supported and protected 
\Vhalley and Goff©, two of the regicides 
responsible for the death of Charles I 
One James Davids also came to dwell 
in tho town and attend the church, a 
peaceable, likable fellow, about 'W’hom 
there was always an air of mystery. 
This was explained when he died, for 
he was none other than John Dixwell. 
the third regicide. When the present 
edifice was erected In 1814 It w’as neces¬ 
sary to extend it over the graveyard, 
and there are now 139 graves in the 
crypt, among them being that of Bene¬ 
dict Arnold’s first wife. The com¬ 
munion service, still in use, was given 
by Queen Anne. 

• • • 

When Philadelphia was the capital 
of the United States the churches there 
had many conspicuous figures in their 
congregations. Washington and Adams 
went to worship in Christ church, and 
for many years Benjamin Franklin had 
a pew there. Part of the church dates 
back to 1727, and part of tho communion 
service now’ in use was given by good 
Queen Anne, Che almoner to America 
vfliere communion services were con¬ 
cerned. The oldest church in the 
Quaker City Is the Church of the Gloria 
Del, generally know’n as Old Swedes 
church, the present edifice -having been 
dedicated in 1700. SL Peter’s, completed 
In 1761, keeps guard over the dust of 
Commodore Decatur in its churchyard, 
and at St. Paul’s, a church almost as 
old, Edwin Forrest Is burled. 

• • • 

St. Paul’s, in Kent county, Maryland, 
has the same walls that w’ere erected In 
1713, though th^ church dates back to 
1693, and the communion service Is tho 
same that W’as given by Col. Thomas 
Smythe In 1699. At St. Luke’s, Wye, 
an eastshore church, tho records show’ 
the Interest taken by members of the 
King’s household, for a large part of 
the building fund was given by Col. 
TJghlman, whose wife was a lady-In- 
walting to Queen Henrietta Marla. 
Trinity church, in Dorchester county, 
Maryland. I» one of tho many early 
churches built of brick from England, 
the brick making excellent ballast for 
ships thut had taken over tobacco from 
Maryland and Virginia, Queen Anne 
gave the Bible and books to the church, 
and these are still preserved, as Is also 
a cushion said to have been used by 
her Majesty at her coronation. 


St. Mark’s, New York, stands on the 
site of a chapel built by Peter Stay 
vesant, tho last of the ’Dutch Gover¬ 
nors. Tho Church of the Transfigura 
tlon. dear to the wmrld of player-folk 
as "the Littlo Church Around the 
Comer." Is a low Gothfc building In 
a quiet lot just off Fifth avenuo on 
Twenty-ninth street, and is reached 
by a lych-gate that opens In a court 
shaded with great trees. Many years 
ago Joseph Jefferson w r ent to tho pas 
tor of a famous Madison avenue 
church and asked his services for tho 
funeral of G»?orge Holland, the veteran 
actor who had just died. The haughty 
clergyman refused, but suggested that 
they might bo accommodated at "the 
littlo church- around the corner." To 
this church Jefferson went, the rector 
officiated at the funeral, and since 
then the weddings and baptisms and 
funerals of tho people of stugeland are 
considered best when held at this 
quaint and democratic church. 

• • • 

Washington, D. C.. is rich in his 
toric churches, or those in which the 
great people of the nation have gath 
ered. Tho oldest ono near tho city is 
known as St. Paul’s of Rock Creek 
Parish. It was built in 1719 of brick 
brought from England, and tho old 
walls are still retained by the proud 
worshippers, though it was remodeled 
forty years ago. Vary old grave® aro 
there, and one of tho old headstones 
is pitted with mlnio balls. Christ 
church, near the navy yard, is the next 
oldest, having been built in 1796, flvo 
years before the Government took pos¬ 
session of the National Capital. Presi¬ 
dents Jefferson and Madison attended 
services there and pew No. 1 was given 
President Monroe when ho came Into 
office. He and his family are said to 
have attended morning service almost 
every Sunday. The congressional burial 
ground adjoins this, and hero He many 
men who have been prominent in the 
legislative and executive affairs of the 
nation.

Old South church, Boston, was built 
In 1670. and the present edifice In 1729. 
It was from this building that tho men 
marched out to that fatal meeting 
with the British known as the Boston 
Massacre. It was the Governors’ 
church for a while, and enjoys the 
reputation of having been so sternly 
ruled that the wives and daughters 
of the founders w’ero not admitted to 
membership for five years. It was 
desecrated by the British In 1775-6. the 
pews being taken out to moke a pig¬ 
sty. and Burgoyne’s men turning the 
body of tho building into a riding 
school. • 

• • • 

The first church in St. Mark’s parish, 
in Virginia, was built and equipped by 
Gen. Sir Alexander Spottswood, Gov¬ 
ernor of Virginia and founder of the 
only American order of knighthood, 
"the Knights of the Golden Horse 
shoe." It was built chiefly for tho use 
of the colony of German miners and 
Iron workers who settled at the vil¬ 
lage of Germana. To Gov. Spottswood 
belongs the honor of building and op¬ 
erating the first iron furnace In Amer¬ 
ica, tho workmen having been secured 
for him by Queen Anne at tho request 
of Baron Do Graffenreid, w’ho had vis¬ 
ited Spottsw’ood on his way from 
Georgia to England, after the Indians 
had made it too warm for him. Col. 
Byrd, of Westover. makes mention of 
the church and the "castle" of the 
Governor. In his writings he also tells 
of the wonderful pier-glass mirrors 
that Ills excellency’s wife had brought 
from England at great expense, and 
how* one of these was broken by a 
pet deer which wandered Into the 
drawing room and was moved to fight 
his own reflection.

POSTMASTER RESIGNS WHEN 
BUILDING WASHES AWAY. 


London, March 20.—Women suffrag¬ 
ists to-day attempted a demonstration 
raid on Parliament, more Important 
than any of their previous efforts. The 
police, however, ha I timely warning, 
and made preparations that resulted in 
making tho fie mot istnaillon somewhat 
ineffective. The only resuit writs some 
<wnusLng d.is<xrdely scuffling, and the ar¬ 
rest of nearly seventy suffragists who 
were at once liberated on 'bail. 

Previous to the demonstration an In¬ 
dignation nit • ting, which wns largely 
attended 'by the so-called "suffragettes" 
jJ>d their friend* wag held at Carton 
Hull, where the speakers denounced the 
House of Commons for stifling the 
Dickinson Woman’s Suffrage Bill. 

The* raid was led by Liidy Barberton, 
who was assisted by the most pnom- 
toarvt women who took part in the 
previous raids. The women drove up in 
\vagot*j f and after promenading before 
'the Houses of Parliament, stormed the 
entrance of the House of Commons, 
w here the police re-enforcements. drawn 
up* for the occasion, waited the on¬ 
slaught, and drove the women back. 
After this flrat rebuff, the women made 
a second determined attempt to pene¬ 
trate tlhe police vordon, but to Httio 
purpose. In accordance with instruc¬ 
tions, the police employed against the 
women ft* lit tie force as passible. 

At a late hour this evening tho 
suffragists rvassembled at Caxton HnJl, 
and amid .the greatest enthusiasm, 
posse*d a resolution to send another 
deputation to the Premier, and renew 
thel<r demonstrations before Parliament. 
Accordingly, another move was made 
against the House of Commons, the dis¬ 
orderly scenes wore repeated on a 
smaller s >•. and several further ar¬ 
rests wore made.

New Orleans. La., March 19.—-Unless 
a successful effort is made in an ap¬ 
peal to tho United Stales Supreme 
Court it seems certain that James L. 
Bradford, a wealthy citizen of Now Or¬ 
leans, and at one time prominent In 
social affairs here, piu^t serve a term 
in prison for conspiracy to defraud tho 
Government in land coses. 

Bradford and William H. Wright 
wero Indicted in 1904 for conspiracy to 
dvflraud. In securing the Government 
lands. Bradford was sentenced to one 
year In the Pari sill prison, and to pay 
a fine of $3,CC0, a.nd Wright to nine 
months In the Parish prison with a 
fine of $500. In another case Bradford

Cyrus Todd Released From 
Jeffersonville Reformatory. 


CONVICTED OF MANSLAUGHTER, 
YOUNG MAN BECOMES ILL. 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH’S 
NEW RULES STRINGENT. 


SANITATION INSISTED UPON. 


Suffering with consumption, and in 
the last stages of the disease, Cyrus 
Todd, who for the past three years had 
been an inmate of the Indiana Reform¬ 
atory at Jeffersonville, has been re¬ 
leased from the Institution on a parole 
from Gov. J. Frank Hanly bo that he 
might go to his homo near Lebanon, 
Ind., to die among his friends. He was 
barely able to make the trip, and when 
he reached his destination had to be 
carried from the train on a stretcher. 
Relatives welcomed him back, and as 
long as there Is life he will be given 
every attention possible. 

Todd was serving an Indeterminate 
sentence of from two to twenty-one 
years on the charge of manslaughter, 
his nine teen-year-old wife, who was 
the daughter of James McLean, a 
wealthy farmer of Boono county, being 
the victim. Todd is not yet twenty- 
four, the two having married when they 
were litule more than children. Mrs. 
Todd was found dead at her home on 
January 31. 1904. her death having been 
caused by a gunshot wound. Her hus¬ 
band asserted that she had ricclden tally 
shot herself while handling a revolver. 
His story was so straight that It was 
believed for a time. 

\Vithin a month after the death o-f 
Mrs. Todd circumstances began to 
point to her husband ns being her 
slayer, and he was arrested. The evi¬ 
dence that he committed the deed was 
circumstantial, but so convincing that 
a jury deliberated only a short time be¬ 
fore n verdict of guilty was reached. 
Confinement in the Indiana Reforma¬ 
tory soon began to tell on Todd, and a 
hacking cough told that he was a vic¬ 
tim of consumption. He continued to 
grow worse until it was evident there 
was no hope for his recovery, and Gov. 
Hanly was prevailed on by relatives of 
the doomed man to permit him to go 
home and die a free man and among 
his friends. News that he is dead Is ex¬ 
pected at the institution he left at any 
time. 

INSPECTION RULES STRINGENT. 


State Board of Health Promulgates 
New Regulations. 

Dr. W. M. Varble, of Jeffersonville, 
secretary of the Clark county. Ind., 
Board of Health, has been notified of 
the stringent rufos adopted by the State 
Board of Health for the inspection of 
slaughterhouses, abattoirs, groceries, 
bakeries, dairies, meat markets, hotels, 
restaurants and drugstores under the 
new pure food and sanitary laws of In¬ 
diana. The dairy rules forbid the adul¬ 
teration of milk with water or the use 
of coloring compounds or preservatives 
of any kind. It is required that all 
buildings used for dairies must be prop¬ 
erly ventilated, lighted arvrhave floors 
of plank or cement- The stables must 
be kept reasonably well painted or 
whitewashed. The premises must be at 
oil times dean, free of rubbish and 
standing water. Hogs, horses or poul¬ 
try are not to be kept in the cow sta¬ 
bles. 

No person suffering from or who has 
been exposed to a contagloufc disease 
is to be allowed to work in a dairy* 
Cleanliness in the bakeries must be 
maintained at all times. Walls and 
ceilings are to be free from dust or dirt 
of any kind at all times and must be 
kept painted or whitewashed. No per¬ 
son must be permitted to sleep in a 
room where baking is drme or where 
dough is mixed. Neither can they sleep 
In any apartment where material for 
making bread or pastry' is kept. Cats 
are the only domestic animals that are 
to have access to the room of a bakery. 
There is a provision that a person af¬ 
flicted with a communicable or conta¬ 
gious disease cannot be employed In a 
5aker>’. There is also a paragraph that 
compels the use of fly screens In the 
summer. 

The rules for slaughterhouses, abat¬ 
toirs and butcher shops are so strict 
that they demand absolute cleanliness 
In all departments and a violation is 
punishable by a heavy fine. Groceries 
imiKt be kept clean at all times and 
free from accumulated dirt and litter. 
Meats, bread, fruit, pastry and vegeta¬ 
bles are not to be wrapped In newspa¬ 
per* Cats, ns well rts dogs, are shut 
out of groceries and nv*it markets. 
Among the rules for hotels and restau¬ 
rants is one that forbids the food loft 
over by one person being served to an¬ 
other after going back to th»> kitchen, 
tinder the head of drugstores considera¬ 
ble space Is given to the care of soda 
fountains and the glass and silverware 
use*! at them. Straws must not be 
use<1 more than once. 

The State, county, city and town 
health officers are made the authorised 
agents of the State Board of Health 
for the enforcement of the laws for the 
protection of health and they are re¬ 
quired to mak* rigid Inspections. They 
are also required to inspect food and 
drugs and to collect samples for analy¬ 
sis The work, the rules say, Is to he 
done quietly, systematica fly and in such 
a manner that * no antagonism will be 
aroused agalrt iSt the work.

FAMILY OF MICHAEL RYAN 
LEAVES BURNING HOME. 


Flames Almost Envelop Children Be¬ 
fore Arousing Them—Cottage 
Burned To Its Foundations. 


Satisfied to escape with their lives 
and only too gl«ad to do so by leaving 
their belongings to the mercy of the 
(lames, Michael Ryan, his wife and 
three sons were compelled to flee from 
their burning homo at CementvUle, five 
miles north of Jeffersonville, before 
daylight yesterday morning in their 
nJght attire.

Kyan is employed In the Louisville 
and Na«bvlUe shops in Louisville, and 
It has been his habit to drive to Jef¬ 
fersonville every morning to go to his 
work, and after completing his day’s 
task to return home for the night. For 
this reason he arose early, and yester¬ 
day morning and started the lire in the 
kitchen stove at 3 o'clock, then went 
back to bed for a nap until breakfast 
time. All of the family continued to 
Sloop afUT the fire in the stove was 
kindled, and It was some time before 
anything was known to be wrong. 

A stifling smok<* caused some of the 
sleeping household to awake, and it 
wtas found the entire interior of the 
structure was ablaze. and even the bed 
clothing was on fire. The roof was al¬ 
most ready to fall In. and as soen as 
possible the sons wore arou»d and the 
five members of the household made 
an effort to escape from the building. 
The smoke was blinding, and it was 
not for several seconds that a door 
could be found through which the 
threatened people could escape. The 
two boys were the lost to leave the 
house, and in doing so were burned.

S T. LOUIS. March 20.—The opening 
session of the anual convention of 
the American Bowling Congress 
was called to order by President 
R. H. Bryson, of Indianapolis. Secretary 
Samuel Karpf, of Dayton. O., submitted 
his annual report, in which he specifically 
called attention to the annual violation 
of Section L Article 8 of tho constitution, 
which provides that the annual session of 
the congress shall be held beginning on 
the second Monday In February of each 
year. Ho declared the convention should 
either change the time stipulated in the 
constitution or stop the violation. 

The annual report of Secretary F. L 
Pasdeloupo, Chicago, showed the annual 
receipts to have amounted to $2,069.81; 
disbursements, $1,349.38; leaving a cash 
balance of $719.93. 

Tho proposed amendment to the consti¬ 
tution proposed by C. F. Moll, of Milwau¬ 
kee, providing that officers shall bo nom¬ 
inated on the floor of the convention In¬ 
stead of by tho Executive Committee, 
was unanimously rejected. 

The amendments and recommendations 
proposed In the report of J. W. McCoy, of 
Chicago, who was appointed a commit¬ 
tee ot one to learn what could be don© 
relative to the advisability of accepting 
applications for membership to the con¬ 
gress, as well as entries to national tour¬ 
naments from bowling residents of Can¬ 
ada and Mexico, were adopted. 

The amendments provide that the 
words, "or International," should be in¬ 
serted in the constitution after the word, 
-national." wherever It occurs. 

No action was taken on the petition pre¬ 
sented by the Cleveland Bowling Associ¬ 
ation. protesting against the use of load¬ 
ed balls. 

The resolution presented by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee, providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of a committee of three to 
confer with committees from tho National 
Bowling Association. Western Bowling 
Congress and Canadian Bowling Congress 
to effoct an agreement for the avoidance 
of conflicting annual tournament dates, 
was adopted. The members of the com¬ 
mittee will be appointed by tho Incom¬ 
ing president. a „ 

The convention then adjourned until 2 
o'clock to-morrow afternoon.

LOCAL EXPOSITION BOOTH. 


Ker*tu»etolan<fi and bhelr frlenda will bo 
received at the State building at the 
Jamestown Exposition during the com¬ 
ing spring. Bummer and fall by the 
wives and daughters ami other ap¬ 
pointees of the member® of the Ken¬ 
tucky Jamestown Exposition Comrnla- 
eion. In view of the limited funds, 
which will be at the command of the 
State Board. H waa docld-ed at the last 
nveetlng of the corrrmlssion that no 
hoatess will be employed to receive 
visitors and superintend the social 
functions at the Fort o-f Boonborough, 
Kentucky’s building at the tercenten¬ 
nial. Formal rci»>liution was passed 
by the commissioners, declaring that 
no hostess would be employed. 

During practically the entire period 
covered by the exposition, some mem¬ 
ber of the State Commission will have 
official residence at the Kentucky build¬ 
ing. Each commissioner has been au- 
ithorlzed to name the hostess who shall 
©erv«‘ during his residence at the ex¬ 
position, no salary being attached to 
tf^e position. In some Instances, it is 
©aid, wives of the respective commis¬ 
sioners will act ns hostess, and In oth¬ 
er cm«es the position will be filled by 
a daughter or some other woman whom 
may be designated by the commis¬ 
sioner. 

Precedent for this course on the part 
of the commission was found In the 
action taken by the State Commissions 
for Indiana and Texas at the St. L mis 
.■World’s Fair. Wives or other ap¬ 
pointees of the members of those 
boards sieved the States In this man¬ 
ner at the Louisiana Purchase Expo¬ 
sition, thus permitting the position to 
be gracefully ami happily filled, with¬ 
out entailing additional draughts on the 
funds of the commissions. Tho mem- j 
bership of the Kentucky Exposition 
Oommlsslon Includes some of the best- 
Itnown men In the State.

A. C. Hall was presented in the Crimi¬ 
nal Court yesterday on the charge of 
killing Albert Murphy, but because of 
the absence of witnesses for (he de¬ 
fendant the case was continued until 
April 10.

Curran Pope and Dud¬ 
ley S. Reynolds as witnesses, it Is be¬ 
lieved that Hall’s line of defense will 
be insanity. Col. Young, however, de¬ 
clined to admit that such was the 
case.

Considerable money would be 
entailed In the collection of a State 
educational exhibit, which would be In 
keeping with the ddgnity of Kentucky’s 
educational system. The Superintend¬ 
ent of State Public Instruction has re¬ 
ported that there are no funds at bis 
command which can be ,used in the ex¬ 
ploitation of Kentucky^ school system 
throng)l the exposition. 

The ’’Jamestown Booth” at the 
Greater Louisville Exposition continues 
to be one of the most visited places at 
the big show in the Armory. Thousands 
of pieoea of literature relating to the 
exposition have already been dls- 
tributed, and every effort possible Is 
put forth to Interest Kentuckians In 
the tercentennial, and the part this 
State hopes to play In It. In addition 
to the Interesting pamphlets and maps 
relating to the exposition proper there 
Is being distributed a handwme folder 
bearing a photograph of the proposed 
Kentucky building <UJtt sonic valuable 
Information reganling the State’s 
products and resources.

First—Land—Decretal Sale — Purchase 
bv ComrAlraloner—Void Title.—A commis¬ 
sioner. who sells land under a decree of 
court, cannot directly or Indirectly 
through a third person purchase land at 
such sale, and a purchase so made Is 
void us against public policy, and a pur¬ 
chaser of the land from such commis¬ 
sioner. with a knowledge of how tho 
title was acquired. Is In no better con¬ 
dition than the commissioner. 

Second — Remaindermen — Estoppel — 
Knowledge of Sale.—Parties owning the 
remainder interest in land sold at a com- 
misloner’s sale and purchased by the com¬ 
missioner. through a third party, to 
which action they were not parties, and 
did not know* that the land had been pur¬ 
chased for the commissioner, are not 
estopped from claiming the land by rea¬ 
son of living In the neighborhood and 
making no objection to several sales and 
transfers by the commissioner to the life 
tenant, and others, of which they had no 
p r*onal knowledge.
